year 1931-3 brought science a 
step closer to its great riddle, 
the origin .of life, the hidden 
process 
in 
which 
matter 


changes from inanimate into 
living substance. 


The main slep was photography 


showing radium rays, a form of light, 
changing into solid mutter. 
Some 


foremost scientists said these pictures 
disclosed for the first time the; miracle 
of the creation of matter.'showing how 
the radiation of sun and stars may 
change back into concrete substance. 


Lord Rutherford, in whose Cam- 


bridge laboratory some of the photos, 
were taken, called them "creation." 
Dr. Robert A. Millikun. Ihe California 
physicist.in whose Pasadena laboratory 
similar pictures were snapped, said 
they were too few to be conclusive. 


But there was no disagreement that 


the photos opened a new insight into 
.the nature of the minute particles 
which compose both inanimate and 
living things. The "creation" pictures 
were only part of similar significant 
discoveries. 


Atom 'Taken Apart' 


Others established thai the atom, 


only a few years ago considered the 
' uUiimil'e ['.aitiCn-- of. ;nto{terv curnprisGS 
id least six small units. These little 
particles have been weighed. The laws 
under which more than one scientist 
has hinted teem to extend beyond 
purely physical things. 


For tracing life to its origin these 


piirticles appear lo be new and prom- 
ising tools. There is reason lo be- 
lieve they are Ihe original jig-saw 
pieces, and hlat they can be laid out 
in two ways, one lo form inanimate, 
the other living substance. 


"Heredity-Carriers' Studied 


Ho wthis may be is suggested by 


action of Ihe smallest living units ac- 
tually seen under microscopes. These 
are chromosomes, the carriers of here- 
dity, living (breads inhabiling living 
cells. 


But these chromosomes are not al- 


ways visible to microscopes. They ap- 
pear when Ihe eel prepares to divide. 
Thai is, to grow. Before this the cell 
enter is a knot fo clear protoplasm, 
inside a baglike membrane. 


Within this knot granules, or tiny 


.specks, begin to appear. They form 
themselves into long 
threads, 
the 


chromosomes. The (breads writhe and 
twist. The huflikc membrane fades. 
Tbe knot of protoplasm enlarges. Then 
the chromosomes arrange themselves 
across the center of the cell like an 
equator. 


Move Over, Divide Again 


Next they tear tbein.seves in two 


longitudinally, making two complete 
sets of chromosomes. Each set moves 
lo Ihe opposite side of the cell, which 
divides into two.

Illinois Abolishes

places 35-Million-Dol-

SPRINGFIELD, 111. — (ff>) — Illinois 


Wednesday abolished real estate and 
personal property taxes so far as state 
assessments are concerned. It was the 
first complete substitution of a sales 
tax for property taxes in the United 
S'tlaes. 


The step was taken after slate of- 


ficials decided a 2 per cent tax on re- 
tail sales, with perhaps some help 
from liquor taxation, would be ade- 
quate to replace the $35,000,000 levied 
annually in recent years on general 
property. 


Although cities, counties, park sys- 


tems, sanitary dislricls and other lo- 
cal units will continue to tax real and 
personal 
property, 
abolition of the 


slate's share of the revenue will re- 
sult in a saving of from seven to 13 
per cent to property owners. 


The abolition is effective 
on 1933

Wasson to Announce Re- 


opening of Several Re- 


stricted Banks 


LITTLE ROCK. — yP/£-*A sound 


banking system witr millions of dol- 
lars in new capital was profised Ark- 
ansas Thursday by Bank Commission- 
er Marion Wasson who said he would 
formally announce the details by New 
Year's day. 


"I promised the people of Arkansas 


last March, when the banking holiday 
was declared," he said, "that I would 
not permit ay bank to reopen until its 
condition was sound. 


"I have kept that promise, and now 


we are in a position to say the bank- 
ing structure sound to the very core 
will be available for the state by Jan- 
uary 1. 


"The new deal includes probable 


reopening of a number of banks now 
on a restricted basis, announcement 
of deposit insurance, and of addi- 
tional capital through the sale of pre- 
ferred stock to the Reconstruction Fi- 
nance Corporation." 


Insurance Compulsory 


WASHINGTON.—(#>)—The first in- 


stance of a national ank refusing to 
participate in the federal deposit in- 
surance pool Wednesday evoked from 
Treasury officials a 
shoulder-shrug- 


ging statement that 
the instilution 


had no choice in the matter. 


Informed that J. M. Nichols, presi- 


dent of the First National bank o£ En- 
glewood, Chicago, had announced his 
institution would not join unless com- 
pelled to do so by the government, 
Walter J. Cummings, president of the 
Deposit Insurance Corporation said: 


"Congress decided that long ago for 


Mr. Nichols, and his bank will partic- 
ipate along with every other national 
bank." 


"We are flatly opposed to the deposit 


insurance scheme," Nichols said in 
Chicago. "The only way we will have 
anything to do with it is through gov- 
ernment coercion. Our bank's depos- 
its are secured 94 per cent by cash 
and government bonds and we can 
make the bank 100 per cent liquid on 
a week's notice." 


B.'.-iks taking out federal insurance

ed that he believed "a gross injustice 
would be committed against the man- 
agement of this bank and our custom- 
ers were we compelled to make good 
the losses of mismanaged banks," The 
The premium is computed as one 
quarter of one per cent of insurance 
deposits.

Virgin Islands scheme is eqpected to 
rescue the islanders from economic 
misery and provide an interesting ex- 
periment resembling state socialism. 


Latest plans call for acquisition of 


6000 acres of sugar cane land and de- 
velopment of a 500,000-gallon still to 
convert the blackstrap molasses by- 
product into rum. 


It will be 18 months or two years, 


however, before the proposed federal 
corporation can be selling that famous 
old St. Croix rum here on the main- 
land.

sulking to himself. If- the family in 
question disdains such plebaian tactics 
and considers, verbal fencing a higher 
form of combativie art than the cleav- 
er or the broad sword of noisy quar- 
reling, things can be quite as uncom- 
fortable. 


Wealth, culture, or social position 


make little difference. The family in 
which the habit of quarreling has tak- 
en- root will go about it in its own 
way. One can go into a house as 
quietly serene, seemingly, as a dewey 
dell on a May morning, yet feel in- 
stontly the brittle strain of unfriend- 
iness in every word an9 gesture. 


This irritability and impatience is 


growing rapidly in American homes. 
It was almost inevitable for this to 
happen as individual interests have 
drifted apart-with the years. More- 
over, th^jre are too few common IKS. 
Each one comes in tired and the fam- 
ily meets at a time when nerves are 
not their best. And there is plenty 
today to unnerve the best of vis. 


Talk the Matter Over 


What would be, wrong with calling 


the family together for a council, pass- 
ing the pipe of peace, and discussing 
the state of affairs? 


A mother might say, "Children, and 


you too, Dad, and I myself, have be- 
come careless of each other's feelings. 
We are short tempered and fly off 
without reason at the slightest thing. 
We offend where we don't really mean 
to, we accuse or get suspicious when 
we should know better, we are dis- 
obliging, selfish and sour. In fact we 
often treat each other far less court- 
eously than we would treat complete 
strangers. 


"Let us all try to be kinder, to help 


each other. We might try to smile and 
be merry instead of looking like thun- 
der clouds half the time."

Commissioner of Internal Revenue 


Guy T. Hclvcring made public from 
Washington, D. C., today the com- 
parative statement of internal revenue 
collections for the month of Novcm- 


! her, 1933. 


The total revenue collected during 


November amounted to $135.70fi,922.G5, 
compared with 885,484.476.64 collected 
in the month of November 1032. an 
increase i•: more than {50.000.000. 


The items which in the aggregate 


accounted for the greater part of the 
increase in collections were the tax 


! on dividends amounting to $6.394,489.24; 


collections from the estate tax in the 
sum of $6.214.717.72, approximately $4.- 
(100.000 in excess of the amount col- 
lected in November. 1932; tax on fer- 
mented malt liquors in the sum of 


i $8,040.943.55: the tax on gasoline S17.- 
' 037.101.66. an increase of about ?3,000.- 


OCC over the preceding. November; the 


! tax on automobiles and motorcycles 


cf $2,071.786.99. equal to about three 
limes the amount collected in Novem- 
ber, 1932; and the Agriculture Adjust- 
ment processing taxes of $30.265,904.(>2. 
The tax on dividends, fermented malt 
liquors and the processing taxes wore 
not in force a year ago. 


The collections from income tax ag- 


gregated $17,783,439.42. an increase of 
about $3,500,000 over November of last 
year. With HID exception of Febru- 
ary, 1933, this is the first month since 
January. 1931. that the collections from 
income fax have been greater than the 
amount received from that source for 
the same month in the preceding year. 
This result is gratifying to internal 
revenue officials who regard it as a 
sign that the campaign for the collec- 
tion of back taxes upon which the 
Bureau is engaged is beraing fruit.
